Experimental Work— ■Experimental work performed on orders, such as sketches, drawings, composition, plates, 
presswork and' materials will be charged for. 

Sketches and Dummies — Sketches and dummies shall remain the property of the printer, and no use of same 
shall be made, or any idea obtained therefrom be used, except upon compensation to be determined by the owner. 

Drawings, Engravings and Electrotypes— Drawings made and manipulated by the printer, and plates made from 
the printer's original designs or from designs furnished by the customer, remain the exclusive property of the printer, 
unless otherwise agreed upon in writing. 

Drawings. Negatives and Plates — Artwork, drawings, negatives, positives, plates and other items when 
supplied by tne printer shall remain his exclusive property, unless otherwise agreed in writing. 

Alterations — Proposals are only for work according to the original specifications. If through customer’s error 
or change of mind, work has to be done a second time or more, such extra work will carry an additional charge, at 
current rates for the work performed.

However, in the event that :he customer and the printer make a separate agreement whereby 
the customer agrees to pay the rental value of the space occupied by his property and/or care and keep thereof 
and insurance thereon, then it becomes a bailment for the mutual benefit of both customer and printer, and the printer 
is liable for failure to exercise ordinary care.
